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Historic  Mansion  Hosts  Party 


On  December  lA,  1985,  the  GPA,  led  by 
new  Program  Chair  Maya  Dhillon,  staged  a 
party  at  the  Teresa  Bell  mansion  on  Laidley 
Street. 

Polly  Gilmore,  a  Eureka  Realty  agent, 
graciously  opened  her  elegant  home. 
Neighbors  sipped  wines  provided  by  Tiffany's 
Wines  and  Spirits,  and  nibbled  on  cheese 
from  Creighton's  Cheeses  and  Deli  Desserts. 
Bakery  goods  from  Sweet  Sue's  and  Sticky 
Bun,  as  well  as  homemade  treats  brought  by 
GPA  members,  made  the  afternoon  delicious. 
Entertainment  by  the  fireside  was  provided 
by  the  City  Affair  Quartet  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Sweet  Adelines,  and  Daniel  LeClair, 
professional  country  singer. 

A  jovial  atmosphere  prevailed,  as  old 
and  new  neighbors  met,  and  CPA's  membership 
increased.     Everyone  enjoyed  breathtaking 
views  through  large  bay  windows,  as  well  as 
the  tapestries  and  gilded  mirrors  adorning 
the  walls  of  the  palatial,  historic  home. 

Named  for  Teresa  Percy  Bell,  the  mansion 
is  constructed  of  wood  in  the  Second  Empire 
style.     Its  history  is  interesting,  even 
checkered!     Built  by  attorney  Cecil  Poole 
around  1872,  the  story  goes  that  Poole  mur- 
dered his  wife  and  fled  to  South  America. 
Records  do  not  reveal  the  next  owner,  but 
they  do  indicate  that  around  "the  turn  of 
the  century",  Teresa  Bell  acquired  the  pro- 
perty. 

Teresa's  husband,  Thomas  Bell,  co-founded 
the  first  Bank  of  California  with  a  Mr.  Ral- 
ston of  Palace  Hotel  fame.     Their  silent 
partner  was  Mary  Ellen  "Mammy"  Pleasant. 
Though  she  died  in  proverty  in  a  humble 
Filbert  Street  dwelling.  Mammy  Pleasant  ap- 
parently had  a  huge  fortune  which  one 
source  says  went  to  Teresa  at  Mammy's  death. 

Mammy  Pleasant 's  death  in  1904  at  age  89 
seems  to  have  signaled  Teresa's  move  to 
Glen  Park,  four  years  after  she  acquired  the 
mansion.     Teresa  brought  with  her  Mammy's 
servant.  Blind  Billy,  who  later  died  at  the 
house.     Teresa  lived  there  until  her  own 
passing  in  1916.

The  Silent  Menace  of  Graffiti 


"Manhattanization"  of  San  Francisco 
usually  refers  to  skylines.     But  another 
New  York  phenomenon  is  spreading  in  the 
city  —  graffiti.     In  one  ten-block  sec- 
tion during  1984,  cleaning  and  painting 
out  graffiti  cost  over  $70,000.     It  i£ 
a  problem  that  affects  Glen  Park,  and  it 
can  be  fought. 

First,  here  is  what  graffiti  is  not. 
It  is  not  art.     Art  is  created  when  a  per- 
son uses  his/her  own  materials  and  canvas, 
or  those  of  another  at  the  other's  request. 
Nor  is  graffiti  a  cultural  expression.  No 
culture  extols  defacing  another's  property. 

In  the  past,  graffiti  was  primarily  a 
turf-defining  method  for  gangs,  like  dogs 
scent-marking  a  territory.     Today,  though, 
there  are  clubs  and  individuals  whose  sole 
aim  is  the  graffiti  itself.     One  man  has 
announced  his  intention  to  mark  every 
building  on  Mission  St.,  from  the  Embarca- 
dero  to  the  Daly  City  line.     Another  club 
has  targeted  BART,  and  still  another  is 
going  after  Muni. 

Instead  of  murals,  their  graffiti  con- 
sists only  of  a  name,  initials  or  an  iden- 
tifying mark. 

At  the  urging  of  several  community 
groups,  the  Mayor  has  formed  a  Task  Force 
on  Graffiti.     Their  first  report  is  due  in 
March,  but  for  now,  they  offer  this  advice 
on  diminishing  the  practice  of  graffiti  in 
our  neighborhoods. 

If  you  discover  graffiti  on  your  garage 
door,  fence,  or  any  other  part  of  your  pro- 
perty, take  a  picture  of  it.     Then  call  the 
police  non-emergency  number,  553-0123.  An 
officer  will  be  sent,  and  s/he  may  be  reluc- 
tant to  take  a  formal  report.     Insist  upon 
your  right  to  file  a  report.     If  you'd  pre- 
fer an  officer  not  come  to  your  house,  call 
Ingleside  Police  District,  553-1603,  and 
ask  for  a  mail-in  form.     Reporting  graffiti 
is  vital;  if  a  suspect  is  caught,  the 
police  have  a  complete  file  illustrating  a 
pattern  of  property  defacement.     This  car- 
ries more  weight  with  juvenile  judges.

Legend  and  intrigue  mark  the  mansion 
and  the  people  associated  with  it.  One 
story  says  that  Mammy  Pleasant  murdered 
Thomas  Bell,   though  no  one  ever  proved  it. 
Another  legend  says  Teresa  herself  mur- 
dered one  of  her  partners  by  letting  him 
drop  through  a  hole  she'd  cut  in  the  front 
hall  closet  floor.     (No  GPA  guests  used 
this  closet,   fortunately,   though  the  dam- 
aged floor  is  supposedly  still  there.) 

For  a  while,  A.  P.  Giannini,  Bank  of 
America  founder,  was  the  "star  boarder". 
Gianinni's  connection  also  may  have  been 
through  his  friendship  with  a  Mr.  Colomba, 
who  purchased  the  house  after  Teresa  died. 
While  burning  trash,   Colom.ba  accidently 
set  the  field  next  door  on  fire.  While 
putting  out  the  fire,  according  to  legend, 
he  discovered  an  abandoned  well  containing 
an  old  car  and  the  remains  of  at  least  a 
dozen  bodies. 

Setting  legend  aside,  to  end  on  a  more 
factual  note,  it  is  probably  Teresa  Bell 
who  added  the  mansard  roof  to  the  house,  as 
it  bears  a  striking  resemblance  to  her  ear- 
lier home  on  Octavia  Street,  known  today  as 
The  House  of  Mystery. 

Happiest  of  all,  the  mansion  provided  a 
charming  setting  for  the  GPA  holiday  party. 
Successful  events  require  hard  work  from 
many  people.     Among  those  deserving  special 
thanks  are  Sherri  Mathews  of  Penrose  Proper- 
ties for  providing  publicity,  Ruth  Maginnis 
of  the  Glen  Park  Library,  and  Jadine  Low  of 
the  City  Recreation  and  Parks  Department. 
Thanks  also  to  Audrey  Parvin  who  accepted 
new  GPA  memberships,  as  well  as  to  all  the 
generous  people  who  helped  with  set-up, 
caretaking,  serving  and  cleanup. 


P>0.  Plus    A  Big  Plus  for  Glen  Park 

One  of  Glen  Park's  busiest  spots  during 
the  holidays  was  the  P.  0.  Plus  store, 
where  the  volume  of  presents  being  sent  out 
rivaled  the  North  Pole.     Featured  on  tele- 
casts of  the  three  network  affiliates,  as 
well  as  radio  stations  KNBR  and  KCBS,  the 
Examiner's  business  section  said  P.  0.  Plus 
is  one  of  the  most  successful  commercial 
mail  agencies  in  the  nation.

Just  as  important,  clean  or  paint  over 
the  marks  as  quickly  as  possible.  When 
graffiti  is  allowed  to  remain,   it  only  at- 
tracts more  graffiti.     Furthermore,  a  New 
York  study  showed  it  leads  to  continuing 
neighborhood  decay.     Graffiti  tells  the 
world  that  nobody  cares  about  this  particu- 
lar place,  thus  giving  tacit  permission 
for  more  graffiti.     Soon  it  is  perceived 
as  OK  to  break  a  window,   then  to  start  a 
fire,   etc.     So  graffiti  does  matter. 

State  law  prohibits  the  sale  of  paint 
in  spray  cans  to  minors.     The  Task  Force 
will  propose  making  sales  of  large  marker 
pens  to  minors  a  misdemeanor,  too.  Ano- 
ther ordinance  will  make  parents  financi- 
ally responsible  for  cleaning  up  property 
damaged  by  graffiti. 

But  ordinances  can  do  only  so  much.  It 
is  up  to  each  of  us  as  individuals  and 
through  group  efforts  to  keep  our  neigh- 
borhood an  attractive  place  to  live  and 
work.

Bosworth  Traffic 
Problems  Continue 


A  year  and  a  half  ago,  Arlene  Greco  of 
Bosworth  Street  had  her  garage  door  smash- 
ed, and  a  tree  in  front  of  her  home  was 
driven  over.     Another  time,  the  Clean  'N' 
Save  dry  cleaner  down  the  block  was  struck 
by  a  hit-and-run  driver.     Both  residents 
attribute  the  damage  to  cars  speeding  down 
Bosworth. 

Traffic  continues  to  be  a  persistent 
problem  there,  posing  dangers  to  property, 
local  residents,  and  the  children  attend- 
ing St.  John's  and  Glen  Park  Elementary 
Schools,  who  must  cross  this  major  artery. 

In  1976,  the  GPA  formed  a  Traffic  Com- 
mittee, today  chaired  by  Katie  Flynn,  to 
deal  with  these  and  other  traffic  problems. 
Made  up  of  local  residents,  the  Committee 
turned  their  findings  over  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  concerned  city  departments.

For  Bosworth,  the  Committee  recommended 
installation  of  traffic  lights  at  Elk  and 
Congo,  and  creation  of  two-lane  traffic 
from  Elk  to  Brompton.     The  latter  was  an 
effort  to  reduce  speeding  and  make  garage 
exiting  less  dangerous.     Both  would  have 
made  Bosworth  safer  for  children  and  quiet- 
er for  residents. 

Though  these  recommendations  were  never 
implemented,  other  changes,   such  as  groov- 
ing the  pavement  on  0' Shaughnessy ,  were  a 
direct  result  of  the  Committee's  efforts. 
Grooving  the  pavement  did  reduce  accidents, 
according  to  DPW  traffic  engineer  Ben  Chu, 
but  residents  still  consider  Bosworth  to 
be  unsafe. 

Now  another  measure  may  increase  the 
hazards  for  Bosworth  Street  residents.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  tentatively  approv- 
ed increasing  the  speed  limit  on  upper  0' 
Shaughnessy.     The  rationale  is  that  most 
cars  already  travel  at  the  higher  speeds. 
As  faster-moving  cars  come  onto  Bosworth, 
however,  there  may  be  increased  danger  for 
residents  and  school  children. 

Chances  of  stemming  that  action  or  of 
setting  up  engineering  devices  (stop  signs 
or  speed  bumps)  to  reduce  speeds  look  slim. 
DPW  is  against  such  devices  on  Bosworth  be- 
cause the  street  is  a  major  artery  and,  so 
far,  it  has  a  low  casualty  rate.  Police 
Department  manpower  restrictions  make  it 
difficult  to  regularly  patrol  for  safety 
violations . 

But  the  Department  can  be  influenced  by 
citizen  complaints.     In  1985,  Chenery 
Street  speeding  was  slowed  down  for  a  few 
months  because  residents  brought  their 
complaints  to  a  CPA  Meeting,  and  Marcia 
DeHart  presented  them  to  Capt.  Michael  Len- 
non  at  an  Ingleside  Community  Relations 
Forum,     Even  temporary  patrols  are  worth 
having.     If  an  area  is  recognized  as  a 
speed  trap,  people  slow  down  long  after  ac- 
tive enforcement  ceases.

Co-owner  Alan  Hall  explained  why  Glen 
Park  was  selected  as  the  expansion  site  for 
P.  0.  Plus,  which  started  out  on  Castro 
Street  in  1982.     "There  was  obviously  con- 
sumer demand  for  our  services  at  Castro," 
he  says.     "Several  friends  in  Glen  Park  com- 
plained about  the  inconvenient  trek  to 
Diamond  Heights  or  West  Portal  to  mail  pack- 
ages."   Hall  continues  that  the  proximity 
of  BART  and  several  Muni  lines  added  to 
the  neighborhood's  commercial  desirability. 

All  these  aspects  tie  in  well  with  other 
services  the  store  offers  besides  mailing. 
The  many  cottage  industries  in  Glen  Park 
enjoy  P.  0.  Plus'  rental  mailboxes.  I^Jhat's 
more,  box  renters  can  call  to  see  if  there's 
anything  in  their  boxes,  a  personal  service 
the  U.  S.  Post  Office  cannot  offer.
